I doubt whether the operators have the financial 
resources to continue mining and to stockpile the ore. until the demand picks 
up. From what I snv and could determine, there is a large reserve, much in 
excess of vhat I could actually estirvatc of unusually high grade ore if 
means could be found to continue operations and gradually improve mining 
methods .

k. Esfrandaghed Area 

(a) I did net visit the Fsfrandagheh area but was told that the ore lenses 
were about the same chare cfer as there in the Abbas sabad Area. The ore 
shipped vas very similar. 

(b) The mining method* are Finiloz, open pit, hand mining. Shipping is by 
truck to Bandar -Abba 2 s where it is hand loaded into lighters by men and 
women stevedores. Due to the terrific heat and high humidity, loading 
rate from June to September is only 300 M Ts per day but at the time 

I left Iran in December they were, loading 500 M Ts per day. 

(c) The grade of ere, a* shown oy rht following analysis of some 5000 tons 
shipped, is quite similar to that in the north.
